NO MORE — 
JET . PLANES 
FOR RUSSIA 


London, July 14.—It was au- 
thoritatively learned today that 
Britain had stopped delivery of 
jet engines to; Soviet Russia. 

Fifty-five gas turbine engines have 
to Russia: in ful- 
filment of early thoaty obligations. 
It was officially stated that the types 
‘supplies wera not Included in the 
secret list and were available for 
export generally. Deliveries ended 
carly this year, and no-further Jet 
engines "have since been supplied. 

The question of jet engines delivery 
to Russia has caused some uncasiness 
Inthe United States, The Economic 
Co-ordination Administrator, Mr 
Paul Hoffman, recently singled ‘out 
‘Jet engines os-an example of the 
kind of goods which should not be 
supplied by a Marshall Aid country 
to a non-participating country, 
“Meanwhile, the stage has been

NEW ATOMIC 
DANGER 


Underwater Explosions 


Washington, . July 14.—A 
{Navy expert today warned that 
nearly all United. States indus- 
trial citfes are vulnerable 
underwater atomic explosions 
which will cause 
radioactivity” not observed in 
air bursts. 

Walmer Strope, Naval architect 
In tho Bureau-of Ships, said the 
underwater test at Bikini shawed 
how whole industrial arcas could bo 
covered with radioactive rain, 
making decontamination “slow, 
costly ‘and only partlally successful.” 
In such cases, restoration of produc- 
tlon would be a “very ‘slow if not on 
{impossible , task.” : 

Strope sct forth his views In 
“Ordnance,” journal of the Ame- 
rican Ordnance -Assoclation. His 
article was cleared by the Navy De- 
partment and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Expanding ‘on his thesis to a re- 
porter, Strope satd that radioactive 
materials from an air burst quickly 
dissipated. But an underwater cx- 
plosion could 50 contaminate — the 
strategic area thot the area would 
he inaccessible” for" weeks. ~~" 

He pointed out that nearly ‘all 
{mportant || American citles are 
located near enough to war to be 
ryictims of “radiological warfare.” 
Atomic explodions could be planted 
as eastly by a coal barge or tramp 
steamer as by an alr nttack.—-United 
Press.
